‘wean, after surveying Syria and the Holy 
‘Land, he passes, by lower Egypt, through- 
‘out the Barbary States; and then taking 
\his station, for a time, in Malta, as the cen- 
\tre of this great scene of holy labour, he 
‘visits, in succession, the ionian Islands, 
i\Gréece, the Archipelago, and the Lesser 
‘Asia. Passing into the stack sea, and con- 

templating, as promising spheres of Chris- 
tian exertion, its Tarkish and Russian

mest boundless plains of NORTHERN asia, 
comprehending the provinces of that quar- 
ter belonging to Russia, with the widely- 
extended regions inhabited by Tartar and 
other Tribes, whether independent or con- 
nected with any of the neighbouring Pow- 
ers. By the great country of Tmeer, he 
may proceed to cHina; connected with 
which vast sphere o: labour is ispDL» BEYOND 
THE GANGES ; whence, returning to the great 
scene of British Influen¢e and Power, 1y- 
DIA WITHIN THE GANGES, be thay afferward 
‘traverse the whole series of Asiatic ISLANDS, 
from the Laccadive and Maldive to Japan. 
‘From these, his course would lie through 
the Insular Continents, as they may be de- 
' nominated, of ausTRALasiA, and the numer- 
ous groupes of potyvesta. Passing on, and 
contemplating the great Continent of sours 
AMERICA, With earnest prayers for the rising 
of the,Sun of Righteousness on that dreary 
region, hé may reach Guiana, the solitary 
portion of that Quarter of the World 
where Prutestant Christians are labouring 
for the good of the Heathen; and then, 
winding his course among the Isiands and 
Shores of the west rnpres, and passing 
through the Tribes of the nonTH-ameRican 
inptans, he may ‘finish his vast sarvey, by 
contemplating, with admiration, the. Tri- 
umphs of the Cross on the inhospitable 
shores of rasrapor and of GREENLAND. 
| In this circumnavigation of the Globe, 
we have marked those Divisions, under 
which all the present and future exertions 
|for the Conversion of the World may pro- 
bably be arranged with advantage. 

Under each of these Divisions, the So- 
cieties which maintain Missions therein are 
ranged alphabetically in the following sur- 
vey; and under each Society are placed 
its Missionary Stations, in what appeared 
to be their most natural geographical order. 
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WESTERN AFRICA. 

The principal sphere of Missionary La- 

bour within chis Division, is the Colony of 
Sierra Leone, with its yicinity». In this la- 
bour the Church Missionary- Society has: 
the chief share. Its Mission in this quar- 
ter is one of peculiar diffigulty ; arising, 
in some measure, ‘from the insalubrity of 
the climate to many Europeans, but chiefly 
fromi the ruinous influence of the Slave 
Trade. That iniquitous ‘traffic has reviv- 
ed, of late, with redoubled fury; and “9 
compeiled the Seeiety to abandon attemp 
among the Natives, in which it had per- 
severed for many years. 
Its disappointments, however, of this na- 
ture, aré abundantly remunerated by the 
increasing success of its labours among the 
Liberated Negroes assembled within the 
Colony of Sierra Leone. In these labours 
and successes, the Wesleyan’ Missionaries 
take their share. . 
The restoration of the French Settle- 
ments of Senegal and Goree has been hith- 
érto injurious to the’ best interests of the 
Natives.

The death of the Mis- 
sionary Wenzel on the Ist of Augnst, and 
that of Mrs. Collier and Mrs. Decker, have 
been, further trials. Yet the survivors

Let more laborers put their lives into their 
hands, and come to help those who are left. 
Ethiopia shall yet stretch out her hands 
unto God.” 

The Society has sent out continued sup- 
plies of Teachers; nor have the Conmit- 
tee found any reluctance in those who had 
devoted themselves to this labour.

INDIA. 


We have frequently observed that the 
general aspect of affairs in India, as it re- 
lates to religion and morals, is far more 
encouraging than it was till of late; and 
the following testimony of a gentleman oa’ 
his retura to that country after an absence 
of a very few years, affords confirmation to 
the statements before made. 

* Things have assumed an appearance, 
since | left, so new and improving, that, in 
describing their state, | scarcely know 
where to begin. The School-Buok Secie- 
ty, the Hinde College, the Diocesan Com 
mittee, the Bible Societies, the European 
Female Orphan Asylum—all now exist, 
and, with others, are in active operation, 
and are well supported. The Governor 
General, in his College Speech, recom- 
mends the comiaunication of knowledge to 
the natives of India—the Bishop of Caicut- 
ta enforces from the pulpit the same duty 
—and, now, scarcely an opponent dares 
shew his head. Surely this hath God 
wrought! The necessity, however, of 
sending Missionaries becomes hereby more 
pressing, lest the diffusion of knowledge 
should, without Christian principles, only 
render the natives more expert in mis- 
chief. But, respecting such anticipations 
we may say, The morrew shall take_ thought 
for the thingsof itself. Sufficient unto the 
day is the evil thereof. May the Lord of the 
harvest thrust forth laborers into this har- 
vest,which is fast ripening for the gatherer.’ 

lo which we may add the following ob- 
servations from the Missionary Register : 

‘The multiplication of copiés of the 
sacred Scriptures, and the increase of 
Protestant laborers, will contribute to the 
reformation of the oldest .missions of the 
country. The Roman Catholics must both 
increase their means and mmprove their 

stem. Before the Jight of the word of 
aod, unscriptural notions and institutions 
will give way. In the mean while, when 
it is known, that the Rev. Myles Prender- 
gast, an Irish Roman Catholic clergyman, 
-has been. appointed, by the Pope’s buil, 
bishop of Malabar, and has obtained leave 
from the East India C y, to proceed 
thither ; and that it is his express object 
and intention to take with him to G 
bably from' Brazil, upward of twenty Mis- 
sionary priests ; it is high time for this 
Protestant country to redouble its exer- 
tions for the spiritual. benefit of India.’

The letter was writ- 
ten from the overflowings of her own heart, when 
she was far removed from Christian society,& from 
intercourse with any person of a cultivated mind. 
We are happyto add,that she rejoined the schoo] in 
February. We have not learned what produced 
this change in her father’s plans, or how long she

My dearly beloved brother and sister 
Chamberlain,—I just sit down to addres* 
you with my pen.

“ Our neighboring white people seem 
to aim at our destruction: They have not 
the fear of God before their eyes; 
they seem not to believe in afSaviour; they 
set wicked examples before the poor igno- 
rant Indians ; they insult our poor people, 
who bear it patiently. I cannot cease from 
weeping to our merciful Saviour to shew 
mercy to us, and help from the hand of 
our oppressors. We are persuaded if our 
honored father the President could see our 
great distress into which we are brought, 
he would weep over us, he would pity us, 
he would help us. Yet we live far off from 
him and he cannot see us. .Yet we con- 
stantly look fronra distance to him for help, 
as poor helpless children look up to their 
father, crying to have pity on them.

Directors Report of the “* Education Society.” 
Bosion, March 18, 1819. 

In no age of the Christian church have there 
been louder calls on the benevolence of the 
friends of God and man, than in the present.— 
Among the various objects demanding attention, 
none is more important than the education of pi- 
ous youth for the gospel ministry. Iofinite wis- 
dom has seen fit to attach the most exalted bless- 
| ings, civil and religious, temporal and eternal, to 
i tee fatth/y! preaching of the gospel. ‘The infidel, 
| in direct opposit.on to his feelings and his prac- 
| tice, frankly acknowledges that individual hap- 
| piness,. good government and civil prosperity, 
cannot as well be secured without it. Ali con- 
fess it tends to correct the external demeanor, e- 
ven when it does not reaily better the heart. But 
from inspiration and experience it is found to be 
eminently instrumental in changing the disposi- 
tion, purifying the practice, and fittirig immortal 
creatures for endless bliss at God's right hand. 
Indeed by the preaching of the gospel maltitudes 
will be rescued from temporal and eternal wretch- 
edness, the knowledge of God cover the earth, 
the divine Saviour see of the travail of his soul 
and be satisfied, and a company which no man 
can number, being redeemed * out of every kind- 
red, and tongue, and people, and nation will as- 
cribe blessing, and honor, and glory, and power 
unto Fiim that sitteth’on the throne and unte the 
Lamb forever and ever.”
